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Applicants' proposed After Final Amendments to the claims introduce substantive changes that raise issues that require further search and/or 
consideration and therefore will not be entered.

Claims 1-13, 46, 50, 56, 57, 59-63, and 65 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Stern. 

The Applicants have responded to this rejection by stating that Stern does not teach a "sub-array". The Examiner disagrees. Stern states 
on Page 1 1 , paragraph 98, that "a user may be presented by GUI's 2782 (under the control of GUI controller 271 5) with a list of of 
microarrays included in array 2770 identified ... by a graphical representation of the microarrays in an array configuration . . .." In this 
instance, the microarrays make up a larger array. Thus the microarrays are the sub-arrays as defined by the Applicants. Therefore, Stern 
anticipates the instant claims. 

Claims 1, 6, 12, 13, 17-19, 34, and 64 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C> 103(a) for reasons of record. 

The Applicants have responded to this rejection by stating Stern does not teach a "sub-array." Please see the Examiner's response 
above. 
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
